TIME-EXPIRED SOLDIERS. 


Mr. Arnold-Forater was the principal speaker 
at the.annual meeting of the National Asso cia 
tion for the Employment of Reserva and 
Discharged Soldiers, held on June 13th at the 


Mansion House ander the presidency of the 


Lort Muyor.. Mr. Arnold-Forster said that 
the workin which they were enguged was really 
as essential ns the work in which ho was engaged, 
for it was connected with a most impor tant— 
almost the most Sa ReN Teer of army 
administration—tho question of eruiting. The 
question of mon to go into the army was almost 
entirely determined by the fate and fortune of 
men who went out of the army. . They wore all 
working. therefore, for a common end. The’ 
work of his dopartment was to find for the 
soldier, while. he was with the colours, 2 
livelihood and oceupution such as any young 
Englishman might be proud of. Much had 
been done in the past few years—very largely 
by hia predeces sor—to improve the conditions of 
a soldier's life, but there still remained the groat 
problem—what was to bo the life of the:salficr 
after he had left. the colours? He bolieved there 
was still something wanting ' hefore wecould he 
suid to have performed our whole duty to the 
soldier. He believed they would never get the 
properstimulns to recruiting vatil they could say 
to the recruit: “You huve not only a possibility, 
but, providing your conduot is good, a practical 
certainty, of employment.” He hoped to be 
able to convince Parliament that there was a 
way by which this could be done,
